of them, and that ſuch as in their writings and ations 
deteſted and abhorred thoſe things which were after- 
wards brought in by the Popiſh Myfteric of Iniquitie:

Hitherto I haue ſhewed the aſcent of the Proteſtants 
Chutch, from before Lathers dayes, euento the time 
of our Sauiour Iefus Chriſt & his Apoſtles,and found 
our Church (which the Papiſts traduce as a Nouice) 
cuen in the primitiue Church gz our Religion (which

Andit there be any yet among vs (I would ro God
